Voting to cut down European emigra- 
tion to this country from 150,000 an- 
nually to 80,000 the senate today also 
restored to the Harris immigration 
measure the existing basis of alloting 
this immigration on the national ori- 
gins plan. 

The bill by Senator Harris, demo- 
crat, Georgia, proposing to apply 
quota restrictions to persons coming 
into this country from Central and 
South America was pending at ad-

Senator Norbeck, republican, South 


Dakota, had: gained an amendment to 
the Harris bill earlier in the week 


providing for repeal of the national 
origins basis of alloting European im- 
migration, which he contended was dis- 
criminatory to Germany and the Scan- 
dinavian countries. 

Senator Swanson, democrat, Vir- 
ginia, today moved that the Norbeck 
repeal provision be stricken from the 
bill. The senate indulged in several 
hours of heated debate before accept- 
ing his motion by a lone vote. 

President Hoover asked congress a 
year ago to suspend the operations of 
the national origins immigration plan, 
but the senate refused to act, and the 
new national origins program went 
into effect last July 1. 

Senators George, Georgia, and Cara- 
way, Arkansas, democrats, led the de- 
bate for retention of the national ori- 
gins provision, asserting it would lead 
to the destruction of all restriction if 
this basis were abolished in favor of 
other arbitrary bases. 

-)sapeetc the bill, Senator George 

said: 
“Anyone can defend the national 
origins basis of restricting immigra- 
tion, but no one can defend an immi- 
gration law based upon a census which 
is 40 years old. We-are now in the 
act of taking another census; the 1930 
census will soon be completed. When 
it shall have been completed, if the 
national origins provisions shall be 
abandoned we shall adopt as a basis 
the census of 1930, because logically, 
fairly.and honestly, that is the census 
that ought to be taken if we are going 
to base the quotas upon foreign im- 
migration rather than upon the per- 
centage contributed by the various na- 
tions of the world to our entire popu- 
lation. . 

“It does not make any difference 
how honest senators themselves may 
be, the repeal of the national origins 
provision is the first step in the effort 
to undo the present immigration law. 
If we shall retain the national origins 
plan, which simply provides that each 
country can send such proportion of 
the annual permitted immigration into 
this country as it has contributed to 
our entire population, ‘we are on safe 
ground. One can defend it; it is log- 
ical; it is not arbitrary; it is not dis- 
criminatory. It is fair, it matters not 
which nation gets the advantage or 
which nation fancies that it is placed 
at a disadvantage. But if we shall 
adopt as the basis the census of 1890, 
which is 40 years old, on the face of 
it our immigration law will be a dis- 
criminatory, arbitrary measure, and

Head of Provincial Liq- 
uor Board Praises 
Method Before Commit- 
tee at Washington.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—The 
hoyse judiciary committee investiga- 
tion of the operations of federal pro- 
hibition after ten years’ trial ended 
today with an intimate discussion of 
the- Ontario liquor cojitrol system by 
the head of the Canadian province’s 
liquor control board. 

This official, Sir Henry Drayton, 
asserted his countrymen have solved 
the liquor problem by -government 
sale and control which eliminates the 
factor of avarice—the bootlegger of 
present-day America and the old-time 
saloon of former < .ys. 

Three other witnesses harpooned 
prohibition if a more energetic way— 
William Roper, the Princeton foot- 
ball coach, who said that the youth 
is drinking vicious liquor in a vicious 
way and making a virtue of drunk- 
enness; Dr. F, W. Buck, of the fed- 
eral dispensary tax reduction league, 
and Representative Clancy, repub- 
lican, Michigan. 

Now the committee will take up 
five major proposals for abolishing 
complete federal »rohiibtion of liquor 
and substitututing various state and

The apparent discrepancy, inquiry 
revealed, was due to the fact that 
3,545 had been added to the 1920 
population by officials in Washington 
when giving the local office material 
to be used for comparisons.

The city executive committee, 
miscalled ‘“‘democratic,” has square- 
ly and defiantly slapped the people 
of Atlanta in the face.

A Gypsy 
Priest. 


The despised race of gypsies has 
produced more than one great mu- 
sician who has played before emperors 
and become the protege of princes, but 
a gypsy who has died at Neupest had 
the distinction of being the only one 
of his race to become a Roman Cath- 
olic priest. This parish priest of 
Pestszentlorinz, Endre Pozzar, who 
died at the age of 78, was the son of 
a family of gypsy violinists of Wait- 
zen, where he was born. Early in life 
he attracted the attention of the late 
Archduke Joseph, the “patron saint” 
of the gypsies among the Hapsburgs. 
The archduke was convinced of the 
piety of little Hndre. Against the 
opposition of the Magyar peasantry, 
he had him ordained priest. Endre 
Poszar was of great assistance to the 
archduke when the latter wrote his 
“Tsigan Grammar,” the first Romany 
grammar ever given to the world, He 
also helped him in his pet schemes for 
settling the gypsies as solid communi- 
ties on land of their own. The poszxar 
was a credit to his patron. The arch- 
| duke always quoted him as an ex- 
(ample of what a Romany could be- 
|come if.given the advantage of a solid 
'education, The famous Hungarian 
writer, Maurice Jokai, put Endre 
Poszar into one of his novels.

And doctors are 
pretty much like people in this re- 
spect. We're credulous, too. 


The grocer, feed or seed merchant 
takes your 15 cents, weighs out 
your pound of flaxseeds, and chats 
with vou about the weather or this 
man Brady who claims there’s no 
such thing as rheumatism. The drug- 
gist changes your five-dollar _ bill. 
wraps the beautiful little package 
with green and gold paper, and in- 
cludes a pamphlet which tells . you 
the basis of good health is normal and 
regular bowel movement. 

When you get home with your pur- 
chase and examine it at leisure you 
find that you’ve received nothing but 
flaxseeds for your fifteen cents—if 
there is any “life” discernable on 
close scrutiny you're justified in de- 
manding your money back. On the 
other hand if you’ve invested three 
berries for the seeds, perusal of the 
abridged course in psychology, _ hy- 
giene, pathology and therapeutics will 
convince you that you’ve bought a 
remedy that combines all the virtues 
of previous remedies yet eliminates all 
the drawbacks such remedies have had 
heretofore. The drawbacks, you un- 
derstand, are never acknowledged un- 
til a new remedy has sold about all 
it is likely to sell and an improved 
one is introduced to take its place. 

Anyone with the constipation habir. 
and particularly one with so®alled 
spastic constipation (mucous colitis, 
mucous colic), or one with the vague 
chronic appendicitis, may take a daily 
ration of whole (unground) flaxseeds 
as an aid in breaking the physic habit.

Unlike laxatives, this homely rem- 
edy acts in a physiological manner, 
is harmless in any case, and is not 
habit-forming. On the contrary it is 
habit-breaking. When one has learned 
to worry along without the custom- 
ary physic, it is always an easy mat- 
ter to grow careless about the daily 
flaxseed ration and presently to for- 
get it altogether.

Ever since the prohibition ferment 
started in this country we Georgians 
have been glorifying ourselves as the 
first American people to adopt. pro- 
hibition of liquor, both trade and 
tipple. Our: dry -leaders have pro- 
claimed that all over the nation and 
got it written into history. 

But the facts hardly support the 
boast. 

The people of Georgia did _ not 
“adopt” prohibition, because the col- 
ony of Georgia was the proprietary 
possession of a company chartered in 
England and the people had no vote 
about any of their rights or affairs. 
The prohibition of the rum traffic in 
Georgia was adopted by the com- 
pany proprietors in London with the 
object of “protecting the health and 
welfare of the colonists.” Many of 
them were rum-made English paupers. 
They had drank themselves into debt 
and jail, from which great-hearted 
Oglethorpe plucked them. And a lot 
of them got drunk and rioted on the 
ship that brought them to Georgia. ° 


Why the Rule Was Repealed. 

After about ten years of the same 
sort of experiences as we have been 
undergoing in the United States since 


1920, fighting bootleggers, home dis- 


tillers, rum-runners from South Ca 
lina and liquor smugglers .from n- 
ish. Florida, “the company” in n- 
don repealed the anti-rum regulation. 
The proprietors gave as their reason 
that the manufacture of liquor would 
supply a profitable market for the 
agricultural products of the. colonists 
and help their commerce with ’ the 
mother country. The result was that 
Georgia became as much a  “‘frée 
liquor” state as any other. 

There were spasmodic cases of local 
option along down ‘the line, leading 
to the general local option law of 
1876, and finally to the legislative 
adoption of statewide prohibition in 
1908—an act which renewed prohibi- 
tion agitation and adoptions all over 
the continent. 

* * * 

We Never Have Been Democrats. | 

When, at length, we ceased to be 
the peons of absentee proprietors, and 
set up government for ourselves, we 
adopted the old English rottenborough 
system. It has been thoroughly dis- 
carded in England, but we have held 
onto it through thick and thin, through 
sheer mossbackism, down to the. pres- 
ent time. : i 

We Georgians never “have . been 
democrats in principle and . action 
within the state. For outside affili- 
ations we call ourselves “democrats” 
because the rejMblicans of -the re- 
construction era treated: us so damn- 
ably that we would see Hoover, Borah, 
Andy Mellon and the whole kit and 
boodle of their stripe sunk in Tophet 
before: we would call ourselves “repub- 
licans.” 

But as for treating ourselves on the 
basis of fair and square democratic 
principles, we are as far from being 
democrats as Joe Grundy is | 


Our Legislative System. 

We have a legislative “represent- 
ative’ system that is the most unrep- 
resentative of any on on the map. The 
men whom we elect to sit in the gen- 
eral assembly, either chamber, are 
not elected at.all to represent “peo- 
ple.’ They are not elected to repre- 
sent property or taxpaying contribu- 
tions to the state. 

They represent only patches of ter- 
ritory—so many square miles arbitra- 
rily marked out on the terrian of the 
state. Almost every one of them exer- 
cises power to which he is not entitled 
upon any consideration of fairness, 
equity, or a republic form of govern- 
ment. The system of choosing them is 
as rotten as an unmumified Egyp- 
tian of the age of Rameses the First. 
But it is the Georgia system of legis- 


lative injustice and beyond the reach 
of any possible honest reform.

Unemployed Growing in U. 


S., Says Charles H. Hatch. 


Food Stuff—Foreign 
Financing Reaches . 
High Record 
Mark, 


“The United Stale is rapidly bane 
ing up an army of permanen ul- 
cciieed.” says Charles H. atch, 
New York industrial engineer. 

In explaining this. statement, Mr. 
Hatch makes these crisp remarks. 

“Recently, in an important indus- 
try, a machine was developed which 
enables 11 men to do the work of 19 
the new continuous ‘rolling 

method of producing steel 
sheets is throwing out of work thou- 
sands of formerly highly vaid men... 
there is a serious over-prodvetion in 
many of our important basic indus- 
tries and new labor-saving machinery 
only adds to the difficulty.” 

Mr. Hatch contends that the solu- 
tion of this problem lies in reduc- 
ing the number of hours a day each 
man shall be employed and the num- 
ber of working days in the week. 

But this svlution will ve no solu- 
tion at all if the buying puwer of the 
workers is not maintained, To re- 
duce work and pay proportionately 
will not improve the situation. 

“What most manufacturers pay for 
now is not the time a man spends in 
the plant, but the amount of produc- 
tion the man turns out,” says Mr 
Hatch. “If we can make it possible 
for a workman to produce as much 
in three days as he now does in five 
or six, we can afford to give him as 
much purchasing power as he now 
gets.” 

Only in such a development can the 
United States avoid serious perma- 
nent unemployment, according to this 
New York engineer. 


With the aim of producing in her 
own territory all the foodstuff France 
needs, the government has began gn 
intensive survey of the agricultural 
possibilities of northern Africa. ‘he 
intention is to establish extensive can- 
neries for the packing of fruits and 
vegetables that can be produced more 
economically: there than in France. 

The rest of Europe is watching the 
experiment with interest. A leading 
French agriculturist says: ‘“In an- 
other generation, France will be freed 
from buying the necessities of life out- 
side her own domain.” 

There is no doubt that the climate 
of northern Africa—Morocco, Algeria 
and Tunis—is excellent for the grow- 
ing of fruits and that labor condi- 
tions there are ideal. 

Algeria today has more than. 530,- 

acres under grape cultivation. 
In 1927, some 177,000,000 gallons of 
wine was produced in that country. 
Tunis and Morocco have about 9,000,- 
000 acres capable of producing the 
sort of foodstuff Franee now needs. 


When the department of commerce 
announced that at the end of 1929, 
foreign short-term funds put into 
bankers acceptances (chiefly at New 
York) had reached the record-breaking 
total of $891,132,000, it came as a 
distinct shock to many people who 
believe that the foreign bankers and 
businessmen have all they can do to 
finance Europe.

(*)—Dr. W. G. Cram, general secre- 
tary of the board of missions of the

Senator at Waycross.

WAYCROSS, Ga. April 24.— 
United States Senator Smith W. 
Brookhart, who is in waycross for a 
lecture engagement, stated Thursday 
that he favors a congressional investi- 
gation of what has been done for the 
enforcement of prohibition by the 
treasury department headed by An- 
drew Mellon. Such an investigation 
would reveal definitely to the people 
of the country whether or not any 


irregularities have been géing on. 

The senator is firmly of the opinion 
that any motion to repeal the prohi- 
bition amendment has no chance what- 
soever of passage either in the house 
or in the senate. In regard to a mod- 
ification of the Volstead act the sen- 
ator does not believe more than a 
dozen in the senate would vote for it. 
The wets, in his opinion, make more 
noise than votes. 

Senator Brookhart believes ten 
years of prohibition have abundantly 
proved the wisdom of the prohibition 
amendment. 

Much of the country was dry be- 
fore the amendment was adopted and 
the biggest change for the better is 
to noted in those sections of the 
country that were wet at the time 
the amendment was adopted. The ‘sen- 
ator does not believe that more liquor 
is being consumed today than before 
prohibition and he believes further 
that enforcement is to be relied upon 
to improve. 

Senator Brookhart also said that 
his committee has not as yet decided 
whether it will return to Georgia for 
another investigation of patronage 
conditions. 

The senator said that he favors 
placing postmasters under the civil 
service act thereby doing away with 
referring nominations to referees ani 
eliminating political considerations. 
The senator further would like to see 
a rule adopted that government enm- 
ployes may not make contributions to 
political party funds. In this way 
all possibility of a postmaster or other 
employe being assessed for political 
purposes would be done away with, he 
declared. 

As soon as the senator returns to 
Washington the committee will meet 
and make its decision as to the trip 
to Georgia. 

In regard to prohibition, the sena- 
tor expressed the opinion that con- 
gress will soon transfer the enforce- 
‘ment of prohibition largely to the de- 
partment of justice.

cers, to face whatever charges. may 
be brought against- him. 

The first definite information as to 

Horn’s whereabouts since he left here 
April 14, supposedly to bring back ia 
prisoner from Arcadia, Fla., was re- 
ceived today when the former sheriff 
communicated by telephone with C. 
L. Reynolds, clerk of Seminole su- 
perior court. Reynolds said Horn told 
him he had been arrested in the Louis- 
lana city as he was preparing to re- 
turn here. He declined to make any 
statement regarding the  circum- 
stances of his disappearance. 
_ Upon learning of Horn’s arrest So- 
licitor-General B. T. Castellow imme- 
diately wired authorities at Baton 
Rouge to release him and let him 
come back to Georgia of his own ac- 
cord. 

Meanwhile, however, dispatches 
from the Louisiana capital quoted 
city and parish police as saying they 
h.d no information regarding Horn 
and that he had not en arrested 
there. Told of these dispatches, Reyn- 
) olds reiterated that he had _ talked 
with Horn by telephone from Baton 
Rote this morning. He said Horn 
might have been arrested in some 
town near Baton Rouge and ‘taken to 
that city by the arresting officer, 
who released him when advised that 
there were no charges against Horn 
here, 

No Indictment Returned. 

The solicitor explained today that, 
although the grand jury had been in 
session the early part of the week, no 
indictment. was returned against 
Horn because the audit of his books, 
ordered by the board of county com- 
missioners, has not been completed. 
The grand jury has now adjourned 
and Castellow said:he did not antici- 
pate’ a special session to consider 
Horn’s case. 

Disclosure of the alleged plot’ ar- 
ranged by Horn followed the discov- 
ery of his abandoned automobile a 
week ago in a Swamp near Tallahas- 
see, Fla. In the car were a blood- 
stained blanket and a brick, and a 
pair of handcuffs was locked to the 
steering wheel. Investigation by 
Georgia and Florida authorities, who 
suspected foul play after learning 
that Horn had never reached Arca- 
dia, resulted in the alleged confession 


of Dick Bolton, Horn’s chief deputy, 
‘and Charles Tipton, of Recovery, Ga., 
‘that they had aided Horn in “plant- 
‘ing’ the automobile where it was 
,feund, and in escaping to Alabama, 
‘from where he later went on to Louis- 
liana. ‘No charges have been lodged 
,against Bolton and Tipton, and 
[neither is under arrest. 

The shortage in Horn’s accounts 
was placed tentatively at $12,000 to 
$15,000, but this has not been con- 
firmed by the auditor. L. C. Hay has 
heen appointed sheriff of Seminole 
county to replace Horn. The latter 
was bonded for $10,000.

GREENS SECTION 
MAKES PROGRESS 


Southeastern Officials 
Satisfied With Work. 
Bobby’s Game on 
Screen. 


By Ed Danforth. 


Highly satisfactory progress was re- 
ported in development of experimen- 
tal grass plots at the regular meeting 
of the southeastern green section of 
the United States Golf Association at 
Druid Hills Golf Club last night. 

Dr. T. P. Hinman, president, heard 
pointed reports from executives and 
greenkeepers of the several Atlanta 
golf clubs. In a nursery at Druid 
Hills various sorts of grasses are be- 
ing developed here to determine the 


best variety for putting surfaces on 
winter greens. The work was started 
last year and ‘he question is expected 
to be solved only after exhaustive 
study and experimentation. It is an 
unselfish work to which Atlantans are 
industriously lending their time and 
talents. 


PRESENTS STUDY. 


Matt Pittard, president of the West 
End Golf Club, presented a study of 
the fertilizer problem. At present a 
mixture of acid phosphate, ammonia 
and potash in the ratio of 10-5-5 is 
recommended for greens in this lati- 
tude, he reported. 

The members of the group and sev- 
eral guests enjoyed an hour of slow 
motion pictures analyzing the golf 
swing made by Bobby Jones and Sher- 
wood Hurt. Several of the studies 
were made with a chart of concentric 
circles in the background; others were 
developed with lines to show “‘loop- 
ing.” Golf professionals in the audi- 
ence marvelled over the graphic pre- 
sentation of the perfect swing of the 
national amateur champion. His defi- 
nite drag in starting the swing, the 
straight left arm, the early influence 
of the left side, the rhythmic twist of 
the body, the breaking of the wrists, 
the powerful downward pull on the 
club and the whip of the wrists ut 
the impact were clearly portrayed. 

BOBBY’S GAME. 

“The secret of Bobby’s perfect 
swing and his power lies in his flex- 
ible wrists; they break , like rubber 
at the top of the swing,” commented 
Harry Stephens. “That is where he 
beats fle others to it. And that right 
elbow is kept close into the body and 
inside the arc. The others sweep out 
with the right arm and lose the 
swing.” 

Studies of famous golf professionals, 
of Sherwood Hurt, Chick Ridley and 
“Big Bob” Jones ‘also were given in 
driving and putting. 

“Big Bob” himself must have been 
surprised to note how he ducked as 
he started his down swing. He ever- 
more goes after a golf ball.

Giants, are known to the current gen- 
eration of bleacher habitues not be- 
cause of their stellar ability, but be- 
cause they made mistakes that any- 
body might make. Their “misdeeds” 
became legends in their time and so 
have been handed down. 


The cases against these men were, 
briefly : 

Fred Snodgrass “lost” a world series 
by dropping a fly. 

Fred -Merkle “lost” a pennant by 
failing to touch second base. 

Heinie Zimmerman “lost” a world 
series by vainly chasing a runner 
home, 


THE ANALYSIS. 


What was overlooked in those days 
was the fact that somebody heaved a 
pop bottle into the field as Snodgrass 
in the last game of the 1912 series 
tried to field a fly and that, even if 
Fred had caught the ball, the game 
would have gone on with Boston per- 
haps eventually winning anyway; 
that Merkle’s failure to touch second 
was due to his eagerness for victory 
and not to stupidity; that the Giants 
would have lost the series anyway 
even if Zim had not tried to outgallop 
Eddie Collins as the White Sox won 
the final game by a score of 4-2. 


In the last world series Hack Wil- 
son became a “goat” by losing the ball 
in the sun, something that happens 
somewhere on almost every day base- 
ball is played. Wilson was joshed in 
the newspapers and on the diamond 
about it for a day or two and then 
the incident was virtually forgotten. 


Lazerri and Wilson are lucky, They 
are playing in an age when a boner 
or two even in an important game is 
regarded as a passing incident and 
not a colossal, catastrophic’ blunder 
like the sinking of the Lusitania or 
the charge of the Light Brigade.

HARDEST OF ALL 
IN AMATEURS 


Trumbull Finds Arbiters 
Must Be Men of Many 
Qualities. 


By Walter Trumbull.

* NEW YORK, April 24.—The more 
amateur the sport, the harder the job 
of the official. ‘That, at least, is the 
way it often looks to me. 

Let an athlete disagree with an 
umpire in professional baseball and 
the ump is likely to toss him clear 
off the field with a jerk of his thumb. 


Bitter complaint of such treatment 
gets the victim perhaps a fine, and 
a loud horse laugh from the head of 
the league. If the manager horns in, 
the penalty and hilarity are served for 
two. In professional football, the 
players rarely even register a kick. 
Football officials have told me repeat- 
edly that they practically never have 
the slightest trouble with a profes- 
sional team. 

Let a professional baseball or 
hockey player take a sock at an offi- 
cial and he is lucky if he ever gets 
his. job back. Let an amateur: pres- 
ent an official with a punch in the 
nose, and he becomes a bit ofa 
martyr, The boys are likely to elect 
him captain of the team. 

BLACKLISTED. 

If the coach of an amateur aggrega- 
tion doesn’t think the official has 
given his team the close decisions it 
deserves, he insults him politely and 
then. blacklists him. And this can 
be managed, in spite of protective or- 
ganizations. 

In the great amateur game of ten- 
nis, if the contestants do not agree 
with an official’s decision, they ignore 
it, and thereby make a monkey of 
him in public. It would be delight- 
ful to see some umpire, with the back- 
ing of a tennis body, throw some o 
these players off the court and for- 
feit a match for unsportsmanlike con- 
duct. This would cut down the over 
supply of anguished looks and imper- 
tinent remarks. 

It is the business of any amateurs 
engaged in a sporting contest first 
to select honest and capable officials 
and then to accept decisions without 
comment or protest. If a bad offi- 
cial is selected, that is hard luck and 
bad judgment. An official is supposed 
to be in the best position for judg- | 
ment. He is supposed to he unbiased. | 
No man is perfect, but the official |

scenes, 
WRONG TURN. 


In professional sport I have seen 
men who were good umpires and ref- 
erees lose their value because they 
were praised for their undoubted abil- 
ity until the praise went to their 
heads. Then they began to regard 
themselves not as officials, but as per- 
formers, 


They dimmed their eyesight look- 
ing into the spotlight. Their swagger 
took them out of position. They be- 
gan to regard the real performers as 
merely feeders for their act. They 
didn’t enforce rules; they made rules. 
And they bitterly resented any legiti- 
mate request for information as in- 
subordination. 


The same thing is true in amateur 
sport. I have seen football officials 
grow so arbitrary and ill-mannered 
that the boys didn’t like them. An 
official should be firm, but should ex- 
tend the same courtesy he demands. 
be: no easy thing to be a fine of 
icial.
